“This is despite 
the fact that over a four-year per- 
iod, the city’s population has in- 
creased by 20,000 persons.” Mr. 
Hill said.

30, One hundred and eight 
appeared before the juvenile court 
there, compared to 354 for the same 
period in 1942. 

Throughout the rest of the 
ince, a decrease also is noted, with 
121 cases dealt with as compared to 
149 in the first half of last year 

Mr. Hill's report follows 

A foster home is one in which a 
child of any age which has been 
made a ward of the superiatendent 
of child welfare by a judge of the 
juvenile court acting under the 
child welfare act is placed by the 
superintendent 

In every case this child has been 
deprived of a suitable home. Rea- 
sons for the deprivation are many 
and varied, Often it is illegitimacy; 
sometimes it is death or imprison- 
ment of one or both parents; some- 
times it is immorality or cruelty 
For all these as well as other rea- 
sons, a child deprived of a suitable 
home is taken from the custody of 
parents to be placed in charge of 
the superintendent who strives to 
find for ita home where it will enjoy 
the blessings every child has a right 
to enjoy. 

THE PROCEDURE 

To establish beyond question the 
suitability of these foster homes the 
following procedure is observed 

First of all, the foster parents 
must be vouched for by three per- 
one of these is a clergyman 
the others, two reliable citizens in 
the community 

Then, the application of the foster 
parents together with the necessary 
references is forwarded to the home 
investigating committee which con- 
sists of a chairman and two mem- 


sons: 


bers. The prospective home is 
further investigated by this com- 
mittee. If the application is approv- 


ed it is then returned to the super- 
intendent whose duty then consists 


in finding a suitable child for the 
applicant 
Every child given over to foster 


parents is given a thorough medical 
examination which includes a Was- 
serman test. A complete case his- 
tory of the child is also entrusted 
to the foster parents 

In all 227 children have been 
placed in foster homes for the per 


jiod January Ist to June 30, 1943, 
LEGAL ADOPTIONS 
Many of the aforementioned 


children are of an age where legal 
adoption is not only recommended 


but also highly desirable in order 
that the child may be quickly and 
permanently established as a unit 
in the home : 

Section 44 of the Adoption Act 
reads as follows 

The Judge, if satisfied of the 
ability of the applicant to fulfil, the 
obligations and perform the duties 
of a parent towards the child to be 
adopted, and of the fitness and pro 
priety of the adoption, having re- 
gard to the welfare of the child, the 
religion in which it has been 


brought up and the interests of its 
guardians and to their religion, may 
make an order for the adoption of 
the child by the applicant.” 


YEAR IN HOME 


It is to be noted that a child is to 
remain in the home for a year 
before adoption is permitted. Only

A PROBLEM 


Incorrigibility enters the problem 
of delinquency. In ten years time 
7,397 appeared before’ juvenile 
courts in the province on account of 


some form of delinquency, Of these 
7,030 were boys and 367 girls, 4 


these came under the ‘incorrigible’ 
group, Giving an elastic meaning to 
the word incorrigible’ we can say 
that these boys and girls were in
